The  chairman  of  the  Committee,  -    yor  Tompkins,  died 
before  the  unveiling,  and  Mr.  Konti,  the  sculptor,  being 
in  Europe  at  the  tine,  there  was  not  very  much  publicity.

I  am  enclosing  a  photo  of  the  monument  and  another  photo 
of  the  statue.   As  to  newspaper  material,  I  am  unable  to  find 
much.   I  know  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune  of  April  7,  1929 
brought  a  picture  of  the  statue  which  I  am  told  had  appeared 
also  in  other  papers. 

The  unveiling  had  to  be  postponed  several  times  on  account 
of  a  strike  in  the  Bronze  foundary.   Major  Abraham  H.  Tomp^ns 
who  was  the  chairman  of  the  Monument  Committee  died  before 
the  unveiling  of  the  monument,  which  finally  was  dedicated 
on  October  12,  1929.   I  am  sorry  to  say  I  could  not  obtain  any 
Newspaper  pertaining  to  the  unveiling  celebration.
